It is alittle late in the week for the Publicity Committee to tell you

Do You Fully Realize What the Red Cross 
Stands for? 


That the sole aim of the Red Cross is the relief of suffering whether 
caused by war, fire, flood, earthquake, or other natural disaster? Did you 
read about the work of the Red Cross at the Ojai forest fire last week? If 
not, do so now. : 

That the work of the Red Cross is world-wide? 

That it is the Good Samaritan of the world? 

That it is the greatest humanitarion society in the world? 

That membership in the Red Cross interferes with no political and no 
religious belief? 

That no one can give a valid reason for not belonging to the Red Cross? 

That wounded soldiers are turned over to the Red Cross not far back 
from the firing line, and that thereafter their whole care and cure and 
happy convalescence depends on the Red Cross and army surgeons who work 
with the Red Cross? 

That the care of our sick and wounded soldiers at home or abroad, the 
relief we give to our allies in this war, the aid to be given to the victims of 
disaster at home and the care of the dependents of those who have gone 
to the war are all to be centered in the American Red Cross? 

Many of us are taking the actuality of this war too lightly. We are very 
far from the battlefields, and even pretty far from the large cities where 
‘the great steel, ammunition, and supply works are keeping the fact of the 
war very much before the people. But it is a fact that those who should be 
best posted, such men as the chief officers of our army and navy and the 
heads of our government say we are in for a long war. The most sanguine 
say for at least two years, and the less encouraging say possibly for five 
years. But they all agree that unless we win this fight on European soil 
we will have to fight it later on our own soil. Germany is a wonderful 
nation, either in peace or in war, and ruled by as far-seeing and able men 
as the world has ever seen; men who are particularly wise in the ways and 
possibilities of war. And do you suppose, for one feeble minute of your 
time, that, in preparing for the possibility of this war 20 or 40 years be- 
fore it started, these rulers overlooked preparing for a very long war. Not 
on your tintype, they didn’t. 

This war was not of our choosing; it was forced upon us. And whether 
we feel we should have gone in earlier, or waited a while longer or never 
gone in, is not the issue now. FOR WE ARE ACTUALLY AT WAR. And 
if we are to win, as we must, we will have to throw into the fight every re- 
source at our command and do it quickly. And that is one reason why 
CONTRIBUTIONS are needed instead of TAXES. Taxes are collected some- 
time in the future, perhaps next year; this money is needed INSTANTLY. 

At the time of the Crimean War, and even our Civil War, little was 
known about the care of the wounded soldiers. Any Civil War veteran cau 
tell you harrowing tales of the sufferings of the wounded. Ask A. Podrasnik 
or John Morgan, both veterans, about this. Six hundred deaths out of 1000 
wounded was not uncommon; now 12 out of 1000 would be unusual and it 
will be brought down to less than 2 in 1000. That means that the trained 
soldier returns to the front instead of dying or leaving the hospitals a 

. wreck; means less drafts on the young men of the country to fill up the 
ranks. And the trained soldier is worth three raw recruits. His experience 
has taught him how to war, how to take care of himself and how to do his 
work with the least danger to himself and with the greatest effectiveness 
for his companions. 

And what about the rights of these soldiers, ambutance men, doctors, 
and nurses? The least they can demand of us who stay at home is that we 
will care for them when they are sick or wounded; that as near as we can 
come to it we will give them resting and convalescent homes in cities near 
the battle front; and that we will adequately take care of the dependents 
they have left behind them. All of which the Red Cross will accomplish. 

Now about Upland’s so-called SHARE in this call. 

It is true that certain amounts were decided upon by the various state 
committees as being the probable amounts certain cities and communities 
would raise in answer to this call. And in this adjustment Upland was ask- 
ed for a minimum of $5000. But this suggested amount is merely something 
to work towards or to exceed. The actual amount raised will ultimately be 
that decided upon by the conscience of tie individual citizen summed up 
in the patriotism of the city itself. That there may be another call or calls 
it is true, but the more we give at this time the sooner we help to win the 
war, and the less probable and less frequent we make these future calls. For 
the money and help is needed now. We are even now behind the needs of 
the foldiers already sent and to be soon sent to Europe. Think of that, and 
don’t do anything to cripple the Red Cross by holding back now and giving 
up your money in driblets. 

Bearing all this in mind, the men working on the Upland committee 
decided to go out and ask for much more than this $5000. That they were 
on the right track is shown by the fact that a very few men have already

subseribed a total of over one-half this assessment. And please remember, 
when the captains and their teams call upon you that these 25 men sub- 
scribed, at their organization meeting Monday night, one-half this amount. 
Let that soak in a while. 

For, good people of Upland, this is not like raising money for a county 
fair, nor for something to beautify or improve your city, nor is to be com- 
pared to aiding the sufferers for some local disaster, nor to the needs of your 
local church. Why, it’s the biggest thing ever asked of any nation or the 
individuals of any nation in the whole world. It is for the aiding of a great 
army raised to fight for the freedom of the people of the world. There are 
no precedents—nothng with which we can compare this movement. There- 
fore we say it is not the time to talk or even think of ‘‘My share,’ or ‘‘our 
share,’’ It is the time to give as much as we can, For even should other 
calls come later, and we find we have given so generously now that we can 
not give as much again, we at least know that we have given freely when 
the great call came, and our conscience is clear,

If | were asked to give a name to the present week that would identify 
it on the pages of American history, | would eall it the Week of Judgment 

During the next seven days we shall stand with naked souls, the same as 
we shall stand before the gates of Jehosaphat on the last Great Day. 

We have sent hundreds of American boys to Flanders and to France, 
and they have drenched with their blood those ensanguined fields, already 
immemorially red. We are soon to send thousands more, and at last we 
shall have sent millions of them. We have given them clothes to wear, 
shoes for their feet, knapsacks for their backs, weapons for their hands, 
munitions, and ships to carry them to the fight. 

And the question now is, shall we follow them with all the suecor and 
help we can give, or shall we leave them to their fate? 

We are sending them forth to be maimed and wounded and shattered, 
and so many of them, alas, to die 

Is this the fulfillment of our duty’? No, our duty has just begun. 

Wherefore, this is Red Cross Week—the Week of Judgment in which 
we shall stand with naked souls to answer to God as on the last Great Day. 

Shall these American boys, fighting that the world may be free, as they 
are free, lie wounded and spent and broken in some ‘‘No-man‘s Land, ’ 
‘somewhere in France,’’ or upon the fields of Flanders rusted with ancient 
blood, and no hand outstretched to succor or aid them? 


GIVE, GIVE, GIVE! 


You may say that you are unable to give more than you have already 
given. But this is a sophistry. It is an answer that will not do. As a mat- 
ter of fact, you have not given anything. You bought a Liberty Bond, you 
say? You gave nothing when you did that. It may have been, in a way, a 
display of patriotism on your part, but it was, after all, the investment of 
your funds in an unassailable security at an ample rate of interest. You 


did not make a gift of your money; you loaned it.

Better that you were a dog and bayed the moon than such an Amert- 
can, You are not only not worthy of the name; you are a reproach to it 

| think that all religions and all codes of ethies teach that nothing is 
accomplished without sacrifice. A man may pray until he is short of breath; 
he may wear out the stones of the altar with his bare Knees; he may praise 
God and Allah and all the prophets and all the saints ceaselessly, but if he 
does no more than that he shall have fallen short. He will not stand as 
serene in the judgment as some other who has prayed but little or not at all, 
perhaps, but who has made some real sacrifiee for his fellow human beings. 

‘Give all you have to the poor,’’ said the Master. Who so poor, then, 
as these boys of ours shall be--maimed and wounded and shattered in the 
fields of Flanders—if there shall be nene to come to them in the night with 
eups of water for their lips, and balm and bandage for their wounds? 


WHAT ALL CAN DO 


What we cannot do directly ourselves with our own hands, we must do 
vieariously. Wherefore, we cannot go ourselves with our boys to Flanders 
and to France, and wherever the bugles may call them, with their stainless 
flag above them, we must make it possible for the Red Cross fo go in our 
stead, 

And the Red Cross cannot go unless we furnish the money to send it. 

There is no way open for us to refuse. If we have only a dollar we 
must give it. If have more, we must give more We stand in judg- 
ment before the nation and before the Lord God of Ages, sitting in His 
Golden Chair. 

And if it be only a dollar that we can give “‘let us give it like a lord,”? 
as Bob Ingersoll said; ‘‘let us give it as though it were a leaf upon the 
tree and we were the owners of unbounded forests.”’ 

They who fight are valorous. We who aid them when they fall are 
mereiful, Valor is a great human attribute, but merey is a thing that wings 
its flight to the very heart of God. 

During the present week #100,000,000 are to be raised throughout the 
nation for the Red Cross. Of this sum it has been assigned to Los Angeles 
to raise $1,000,000—one-hundredth part of the total, 

From out our splendid citizenship, here in our beloved eity of Our 
Lady, the Queen of the Angels, our biggest and busiest men will desert 
their posts of duty to go from door to door on the Red Cross errands of 
merey. They will give themselves and of their substances to the cause, and 
they will ask you to give. Let us search these men out and make their 
labors light. , 

Later on, when the cable shall bring us heart-breaking news, telling us 
of the dead and dying, the wounded and the maimed, and we shall know 
that they are our very own—flesh of our flesh and bone of our bone—pray 
God that then we shall not hide our heads in shame.

In the generally weak administra- 
tion of James Buchanan no part was 
weaker than the department of fi- 
nance. He stated in his inaugural 
address that the nation was “em- 
barrassed from too large a surplus 
in the treasury”; but the _ ineffici- 
ency of Howell Cobb, his secretary 
of the treasury, speedily removed the 
cause of his embarrassment. When 
Cobb resigned near the close of the 
administration his friends Tooms re- 
marked that “he did not even leave 
Old Buchanan two quarters to put 

on his eyes when he died.” 

When Lincoln became president 
there was a public debt of $74,985,- 
000, and the available funds in the 
treasury amounted to only $1,716,- 
000. Until congress be convened 
the federal government had no 
means of meeting extraordinary ex- 
penditures except by disposing of a 
few million dollars’ worth of treas- 
ury notes that had been previously 
authorized. The president called up- 
on the states for troops, but there 
was little money available for equip- 
ping them. The northern states in 
general responded by enlisting men 
and furnishing financial assistance. 
The action taken by one state mer- 
its special notice: it not only set 
an example for other states, but it! 
enlisted the aid of a man who was 
destined to perform heroic service 
in piloting the federal government 
through its many financial difficul- 
ties. This man was Jay Cooke, the 
head of a bank in Philadelphia. 


In May, 1861, the legislature of | 


such unprecendented financial bur- 
dens, yet certain policies adopted 
by congress to meet the emergency 
are open to criticism. The taxes 
first levied were too low; the large 
emission of ‘“greenbacks” deranged 
banking and business operations, 
and interfered with the sale of gov- 
ernment securities. The high rate 
of interest paid on these securities 
aided in disposing of them, but it 
added to the debt which eventually 
had to be paid by the people. 

Conditions at the opening of the 
present war are very different from 
those of 1861. Then, the United 
States was not in a prosperous con- 
dition. Business had been depress- 
ed by the panic of 1857, and the 
national treasury was practically 
empty. Today all classes of our 
people are enjoying unusual pros- 
perity, and they can far better af- 
ford to pay the price of liberty than 
at any other period of our history. 
They should not assume that the 
“government” is some far off thing 
with unlimited duty to protect their 
rights, and with unlimited means to 
perform this duty. The national 
treasury is not like the town pump 
upon which all may draw and to 
which none need contribute. Our 
government IS the people; it is to 
uphold this idea that we have en- 
tered the war. Our congress has 
very sensibly voted to expend large 
sums at once so that the war may 
be brought to a successful and early 
termination. This is not only a wise 
economy but will result in saving 
many human lives. If the rate of 
interest on our bonds seems low, it 
should be remembered that a higher 
rate would simply mean heavier 
taxes in the future. At the present 
rate the “Liberty Bonds” afford an 
opportunity for safe investment with 
reasonable profit; moreover, in the 
words of Jay Cooke, “what we need 
now is patriotism and not money- 
making.”

izing the sale of $3,000,000 worth of 
6 per cent bonds, with a provision 
that they must be disposed of at 
par. Various bankers urged the 
governor to insist upon the omis- 
sion of this proviison on the ground 
that the bonds could not be sold at 
par value. These bankers were 
thinking in terms of ordinary finan- 
cial transactions, but Jay Cooke, 
with a sounder faith in the patriot- 
ism of the people, prevailed upon 
the governor to approve the bill as 
it stood. “I desire,” said he, ‘the 
limit to be placed at par, because 
I beileve that I could sell, the loan 
on patriotic principles more easily 
than on a basis of profit and loss.” 
To Cooke was assigned the task of 
selling bonds—a task which he 
Promptly accepted. Bankers at first 
shook their heads and said that the 
bonds were too high. Cooke met all 
their arguments with the reply that 
“what we need now is patriotism, 
not money making.” Cooke’s faith in 
the people was justified, for in a 
very short time subscriptions more 
than covered the amount of the 
bonds. 

When congress in response to Lin- 
coln’s summons convened on July 4, 
1861, the secretary of the treasury, 
Chase, made his recommendations 
for financial measures. Congress au- 
thorized Chase to borrow not ex- 
ceeding $250,000,000 in the form of 
three-year 7.3 per cent treasury 
notes, or in twenty year 7 per cent 
bonds. He chose the former alterna- 
tive and at once undertook to dis- 
pose of $150,000,000 in 7.3 per cent 
notes, 

Chase was an able secretary of 
the treasury, but, like the Philadel- 
phia bankers, he relied for support 
on large financial concerns, and they 





emission of government notes. Af- 
ter taking $50,000,000 worth they in- 
formed the secretary that “should it 
not prove enough we wish to notify 
you that you cannot depend upon 
further aid from the Associated 
Banks.” They could do no more, 
they said, without endangering the 
interests of their stockholders. 
Fortunately, at this juncture, Hen- 
ry D. Moore, a mutual friend, called 
Chase’s attention to what Cooke had 
done in selling the Pennsylvania 
bonds and expressed the belief that 
he would be as successful in dis- 
posing of government bonds. ‘Ty 
felt,” he told Cooke, “if the same ap- 
peal was made to the patriotism of 
the people of the country as had 
been made to the people of the 
state, and the same energy 
fested as had been evinced by you 
in the negotiation of our state loan, 
the result would be the same.” 
Cooke was summoned to Wash- 
ington and on September 4, 1861, 
was commissioned as “Subscription 
Agent for the National Loan.” He 
began at once an advertising cam- 
paign, placing before the people an 
opportunity to serve their country. 
On the day after he had opened his 
subscription office in Philadelphia 
Cooke reported to Chase that there 
had been a continual stream of sub- 
scribers, including clergymen, dray- 
men, merchants, laborers, and many
